CHINESE IX TBVX'SIT. 
W ashington, March lS:h.—-Representa­ 
tive Morrow has written a letter to the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury in reference to the 
issue of certificates by United States Con­ 
suls to Chinese persons to land in this 
country in transit, and is a complete pre­ 
sentation o f this serious evil in Chinese 
immigration. 
Morrow says that as early 
as July 
ii was urgently represented 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, by the 
agents of certain transportation companies, 
that there were a large number of Chinese 
laborers in Cuba who desired to pass 
through llie i nited States in returning to 
China. 
One statement was that there were 
in the West Indies from 10,000 to (10,000 
Chinese, whose term of service, under a 
contract made several years before, was 
about to expire, ami that they were desir­ 
ous of returning to their hom es in China 
by way of the U mted Sta’es, that being the 
shortt st and most expeditious route, as 
well as the least expensive, from the West 
Indies to China. 
It was said that the cost 
of their passing sim ply through this coun­ 
try would in all probability result in the 
expenditure o f $100 per capita, and give a 
total of $4,000,000 to be paid to American 
interests out of m oney earned by these peo­ 
ple in foreign lands. 
Mr. Morrow says:

that the President, finding him self deceived 
in this instance, has followed the proceed­ 
in g s of the Territorial Legislature, and read 
to J the bills passed by it and vetoed l.y Mur­ 
ray; and then when lie learned on Thursday 
last that Murray had refused t-1approve the 
appropriation hill, he at once laid the mat­ 
ter before the Cabinet, and decided to inves­ 
tigate the whole business thoroughly. The 
in forma lion received was sufficient to satisfy 
the President- that Murray's action was ail 
unjustifiable exercise of the veto power, 
and he demanded the Governor's resigna­ 
tion. 
It is also stated that immediately 
upon the adjournment of the Legislature 
Murray issued a proclamation declaring 
certain persons w hom he had nominated 
for Territorial offices, and who have not 
been confirmed by the upper House of the 
Legislature, to be legally appointed, and 
announcing his purpose to install them. 
It is turther claimed that the Governor 
could assign no otiier reason for refusing 
his assent to the appropriation hilt than 
the failure o f the Legislative Council to 
confirm his nom inations. 
Murray has re­ 
plied that his resignation would he con­ 
veyed to the President by II. X. Raskin, 
who will co m eto IVashington to urae upon 
Congress the absolute necessity of disfran­ 
chising all the Mormons, and turning over 
the government of Utah to the anti-Mor­ 
mons. 
A determined effort will he made 
for him to reconsider his demand for Mur­ 
ray's resignation. 
V ultetl S tates Senate. 
W ashington, March 18th.—At 2 o'clock 
unfinished business was placed before the 
Senate, being the resolutions reported by 
Edmunds from the Judiciary Committee, 
expressing the Senate’s condemnation of 
’ fur refusing to fur- 
papers called lor by the Senate. 
Van \\ yck offered as an am endm ent to 
the resolutions the following : “And in all 
such cases of removal the matter of con­ 
firmation shall be considered in open ses­ 
sion of the Senate.” 
Sewell (occupying the chair) remarked :

If this statement is correct, ! 
there has been a remarkable failure on the 
part o f the Chinese in Cuba to avail them ­ 
selves of the privilege of American trans­ 
portation granted in the Treasury regula­ 
tions. 
If we look now at the statement 
from the poit of San Francisco, we find 
from the latest returns that the total num ­ 
ber of departures from that port since 
August 5. 1882, of Chinatuen who arrived 
there in transit across the continent, was 
720, leaving 114 unaccounted for out of the 
sm all number of transit passengers re­ 
ported. 
Perhaps this discrepancy, if this 
is all there is of it, is not sufficiently serious 
to cause the abrogation o f the transit privi­ 
lege on that ground alone, but it at least 
shows how easy it is for the w ily China­ 
men to get into the country on this transit 
plea, contrary- to the pnrpnseof the Restric­ 
tion Act, and how difficult it is to get them 
out if they prefer to remain. 
After quoting from a ruling of the Treas­ 
ury Department on the subject. Mr. Mor­ 
row says : It is now nearlv six years since 
the treaty was negotiated with China pro­ 
viding for the suspension of Chinese em ­ 
igration, and yet until very recently it has 
been very apjxirent to every one residin" 
in California that the Chinese population 
lias been steadily increased. The question 
w ill naturally arise, How could such a 
state of affairs obtain in the face of the pro­ 
visions of the Restriction Act? 
The an­ 
swer is, that just such ruiings as the one 
under consideration 
furnish 
abundant 
opjHjrtunitv for the unlawful emigration 
and every opening is tested to its fullest 
capacity. 
Between the 17th day o f Novem ­ 
ber. 18.S0, the date of the treatv, and De­ 
cember 31, 1885, there arrived in San Fran­ 
cisco G1.G5C Chinamen. 
Tlie departures for

Is not this a sufficient argument 
for the better execution o f the provisions 
of the Restriction Act? 
I respectfully 
suggest that the transit regulations are 
contrary to law, and ought tobe abrogated 
but if I am wrong in this view , then I beg 
leave to urge that the purpose for which 
thev were established has filled, and that 
there is no longer any reason or excuse for 
leaving open this wide ar,d convenient door 
in the Restriction Act. It should be closed, 


so tar as ships of the class described are 
concerned, the bill is a free-ship measure.

The passage of this measure, and that 
pending in the Senate of a like character 
lor ¡he benefit of the Internavigation Com- 
pan.v, would he a filial blow to the ship­ 
building interests on tiie Delaware river 
and other points.

Ot course, 
most, if not all, of these boats exist onlv 
on paper, but it is probable that the Corean 
Government possessed such vessels about 
2u> years ago, when they were in constant 
danger of invasion by the Japanese.

THE TW(4 FAIRS. 


The consulting committees of the Me­ 
chanics’ Institute and the State Board 
of Agriculture have agreed that after this 
year there shall be no more conflict of 
dates between the State Fair and the Me­ 
chanics 
Fair. 
Such 
an arrangement 
should have been made long ago. 
It is in 
the interest of the State, of all exhibitors 
aud of all the people. The San Francisco 
Jhport, which is simply silly in its mani­ 
festations of animosity to the State Board 
of Agriculture, raves wildly over the set­ 
tlement referred to. 
If it could have its 
wav the Institute Fair would pin back the 
ears of the Board of Agriculture and 
swallow the State hair whole. 
Indeed, it 
is frank enough to say so. 
This is the 
voice of unreason—hitter prejudice and 
willful disregard of facts. 
The white heat 
of rage tl.at paper manifests toward Sac­ 
ramento it turns upon the State Board 
of Agriculture. 
In common with a few 
other short-sighted people, it cannot re­ 
alize that wherever the State Fair might 
be held it would take on something of lo­ 
cal character, 
it is more nearly delocal­ 
ized at Sacramento than would he possible 
anywhere else, because this is the Capital 
of the State, a geographical and transport­ 
ation center. 
The Slate owns the grounds 
and buildings used for the fair, the Board 
of Managers is named by the State, and 
represents distinct and widely separated 
sections. 
It is no more a Sacramento 
fair 
than 
it 
would 
be 
a 
San 
Francisco 
fair, 
or 
a 
Woodland 
fair, or a San Jose fair, if hold in either of 
those places. 
Sacramento, with unexam­ 
pled liberality, gave to the State Society 
for twenty years, free of cost, a pavilion 
lor the »>x]Kisilion, and when the new 
building was erected contributed $5,000 in 
excess of half the cost. She gave tiie State 
the spacious grounds it owns, and the stock 
park and speed track, and contributed n 
large part of the money expended in im­ 
provements upon the park grounds, besides 
other financial aid given the Board when 
it was poor and struggling. 
In short, 
Sacramento has done a great deal more 
than could in reason be asked of her 
for the State Society. 
She is undeserving 
even the rattle-brained assaults of the 
Hrport, which are so plainly unjust and 
al-surd as not to merit the response we 
have given them. 
But regarding the set­ 
tlement referred to, it is a matter for pub­ 
lic congratulation that it has been arrived 
at. 
The two fairs can prosper. 
There is 
and should l>e no rivalry between them 
that is not generous and legitimate. 
All 
fair competition to outdo will benefit 
both, and the whole State will reap the 
profit resulting from more representative 
and larger and generally better expositions 
of her product* and industries. 
There is 
no State in the I nion that does not have 
several of such annual fairs, and Califor­ 
nia can certainly maintain the two she 
has. 


A QUESTION OF MUTUALITY. 


The Chronicle refers to the fact that 
our treaty with China is unequal and un­ 
fair. 
It gives the Chinese all the privi­ 
leges of this country, but secures to our 
people in China only lim ited ones. 
And 
the lim its are so narrow as to work practi­ 
cal exclusion. 
Attempts by Americans to 
establish factories in treaty ports have been 
put down by the Chinese Government. 
The case of Minister Young is cited. 
He 
attempted to secure an interpretation of 
the Tientsin treaty so as to permit Amer­ 
icans to set up factories, but the Yamen, 
refusing, replied that it must not l>e, for 
the factories would destroy the business bv 
which the ( hiñese lived. 
This was a rude 
application o f the principle of protection, 
and a most direct and effective one. 
As 
our conteni|>orary remarks: " I t would bo 
as much as an American’s life is worth to 
try to open a store in any of the towns on 
the Yang-tse, in China. 
For instance, the 
parties who, in conjunction with Russell & 
Co., tried to open a thread factory at 
Shanghai, were forced to close* their doom 
by order of the prefect of the department.” 
An intelligent Chinaman said to us the 
other day, “ My people here are foolish to 
come so thickly as to force this question up 
of m utual rights. 
W e have ail rights 
here to do as we wish ; you, in my country 


h ive very few. 
You cannot go where ycu 
please th ere; here, we go everywhere.” 
If we are to have no improved restriction 
bills passed hv Congress, then let steps at 
once be taken to negotiate a new treaty, 
that shall in some respect approach in its 
privileges granted or withheld in this 
country the character of the privileges 
granted to or withheld from our people in 
China. 
If the privileges of the Chinese 
in America are once measured by the China 
yard-stick as applied to Americans, the 
whole Chinese question will settle itself.

MORMON K IE S LOOKING TOW ARD 


M IX ICO. 


The Prohibitionists propose to run a 
full State ticket in Oregon. 
In California 
a like project is on foet, and a Convention 
is to be called soon to effect it. 
The prop­ 
osition has two phases and two effects. 
In 
the first place it assails a great and grow­ 
ing business in this State. 
California is 
essentially a wine-growing State. 
Bound 
up in that, and its companion industries, is 
very much of the commercial prosperity of 
the State. 
The culture of tire vine and 
the production of wines are industries as 
fo t in their infancy here. 
Prohibition 
proposes at one swoop to wipe these out, 
for viticulture without wine-making in 
California is scarcely possible. 
Prohibi­ 
tion does not touch the question of the 
regulation of the retail traffic in liquors at 
all. 
That is a matter that does not assail 
a business, nor propose to destroy it, but 
rather operates to give it better standing. 
Prohibitionists, on the contrary, propose 
to inaugurate a campaign for the extinc­ 
tion of one of the foremost industries of 
the «State—one that very many profoimd 
thinkers have steadily held to Ik? promo­ 
tive ot temperance among peoples. 
If 
there 
were 
the 
remotest 
possibility 
of 
a 
prohibition 
ticket 
prevailing, 
it would be cause for great alarm. 
That 
prohibition does not prohibit has been 
demonstrated. 
To waste energy in that 
direction, then, is folly. 
Neither here nor 
in Oregon have the Prohibitionists any 
good purpose therefore 
for 
projecting 
themselves into the coming campaign. In 
both cases tiie effect will be to augment the 
chances of Democratic tickets. The whole 
scheme here i- ill-advised and impractica­ 
ble. 
To put up a prohibition ticket means 
an effort to withdraw support from the 
Republican party and make the task of the 
I temooraey more easy in retaining con­ 
trol of the administration of State affairs. 
The men who are urging prohibition- 
puttering in the fall election will not be 
so hold as to claim that they expect to 
succeed. 
The most they can do is to ac­ 
complish just what their paitv did in 
Ohio—weaken Republican organization. 
What gain there is in this they cannot 
demonstrate. 


S e n a t o r E d m u n d s made a strong point 
when, in his recent speech, lie proved by 
the records that for nearly a half a cen­ 
tury there liad been no case in which a 
President lias refused to give his reasons 
for removal or appointment, when Jack­ 
son attempted to hold the Senate by the 
throat. 
He clinched his argument when 
he produced a copy of a letter by the Judi­ 
ciary Committee of the Senate sent in I CO 
to President Iiayes, asking for the reasons 
for the removal of Judge Shafer, of the 
Supreme Court of Utah, and requiring 
that all papers and information in the case 
he furnished to the Senate. The Chairman 
of that committee was Allen G. Thurman 
and next to him were «McDonald of Indi­ 
ana, Bayard, Garland and Lamar— the 
three last being now Cabinet officers. 
All 
these ordered the letter sen!, and the letter 
recently forwarded to the President, and 
out of which the present issue springs, is 
almost an exact copy of the Democratic 
precedent. 
What a 
difference it does 
make, to he sure, whose ox is gored. 


F ile Milwaukee Journal, in a “ Hint to 
Labor, 
says: “ Rascals have worn tiie 
robes of Justice at times, but Justice her­ 
self never marched under a black flag.” 
Which is a sermon in a nutshell. 
And as 
we understand the aims, purjxises and con­ 
duct of the Knights of Labor, this is pre­ 
cisely the plane U[>on which they proceed 
—that justice is the one thing sought, not 
the exercise of power for might’s sake, and 
above all the establishment of such rela­ 
tions Itctwecn capital and IaW as will 
conserve the good of both, and promote 
their inseparable community ot interest. 
On the other hand, Socialism would mar­ 
shal labor under the black flag and for ar­ 
bitration substitute riot, for justice tvrannv. 
for law the will of the passions, for order 
the destruction of all human rights that 
do not accord with the Socialist idea.

Our individualism is 
the characterietic of our civilization.

T h e .San Francisco Call enlarges upon 
the fact that the Chinese enjoy a monop­ 
oly of the pork trade of that city. 
They 
dictate terms and iuijiose fines on white 
butchers for infractions of the Chinese 
rules ot the trade. 
H ere is one instance 
waving the incidental injury to the 
whites in the tr a d e -in which the China­ 
man may lie encouraged. 
If he will so 
monopolize pork as to prevent white peo­ 
ple from using it, the latter will be that 
much 1 tetter off. 
The Jew has the best of 
physical reasons for rejecting pork food. 
Upon him, at least, the Chinese monopoly 
of the trade can have no effect. 


T h e dispatches say that the Princess 
of Ypsilante, who has become bankrupt, 
sjtent £5,000,000 sterling in ten years 
time. 
For such outrageous extravagance 
there is some compensation. 
The monev 
was scattered and did more good than if 
hoarded. 
But what vast benefits the Prin­ 
cess and her spendthrift husband might 
have conferred upon mankind, tyid what 
supreme happiness m ight have been theirs, 
j had they so applied their wealth as to 
have made others happy, and helped the 
w illing poor to help themselves.

It is everywhere acknowl­ 
edged in these days that the whipping-post 
is the most feared form of punishment 
known to the criminal classes, and as the 
whole aim of prize-fighting is an infliction 
of physical chastisement, whipping for 
prize-fighting would be a very appropriate 
wind-up to every such undertaking. 
T h e T r a n s c o n t in e n t a l l t a t e W a r . 
C hicago, March 18th.—A prominent local 
stock firm received a telegram to-day, say­ 
ing that Mr. Huntington had gone West 
and declined all further negotiations in the 
transcontinental matter. H e has bought 
four steamers, and will put them in active 
competition with the Pacific Mail in the 
California coasting trade. 
A cut o f $10 in 
the passenger rate between New York and 
San Francisco is expected, and the Pacific 
Mail say they w ill cut that rate in two, if 
necessary. 
In a telegram to another firm 
President Crocker, ot the Central Pacific, 
says that three of the steamers will be put 
on immediately. 


TH E WAR MORE BITTER. 
N ew York, March 18th.—The transconti­ 
nental railway war is growing bitter. C. 1*. 
Huntington has given up all part in the 
negotiations for peace, and left yesterday 
for a holiday in the West, leaving word be­ 
hind him that the war was going to pro­ 
ceed during his absence. 
To give value to 
his words, he ordered four large steamers, 
owned by the Southern Pacific Company, 
which have been lying idle at New Or­ 
leans lately, to sail at once for San Fran­ 
cisco, where he will put them actively at 
work against the Pacific Mail ships in the 
coast and coffee trade, cutting freights on 
these lines over fifty per cent. 


PACIFIC MAIL’S INTENTIONS. 
The Pacific Mail Directors hold a m eet­ 
ing and voted to take freight at any rates 
and to bring it hereafter all the way from 
Japan and China in their own vessels to 
New York, instead of giving consignments 
to transcontinental roads from San Fran­ 
cisco. 
On Saturday the subsidy contract 
between the Pacific Mail Company and 
transcontinental railroad expires. 
Then 
the Pacific Mail people will play the trump 
card, ottering to carry passengers from New 
York to San Francisco for $40, including 
first-class passage. 
Pacific Mail promises 
to reduce this fifty per cent, further, if 
need be. 
REPORTED SETTLEMENT. 
Commissioner Pearson said yesterday: 
“ The rates on the transcontinental lilies 
are again settled. The result is that through 
tickets Irom New York to San Francisco 
are now being sold at $5! 50 for first-class 
and $44 for second-class. 
The second-class 
tickets are subject to a rebate of $10. 
The 
rates west of tlie Missouri river are $25 for 
first-class limited, and $20 for second-class. 
J'liere is a rebate of $5 on the $25 rate and 
$10 on the $20 rate, making the net prices 
$20 and $10.”

N e w O r l e a n s , March ISth.—A special 
from W inona, Miss., to the 7imes-Democrat 
gives tiie follow ing particulars of the cir­ 
cumstances leading to the tragedy enacted 
at Carrollton, Miss., vesterdav: 
Some 
m ouths ago Robert Moore, a voung man 
front Letre, Le Flore countv, went to Car­ 
rollton. 
There he met E‘d. Brown (col­ 
ored). with whom lie liad an altercation 
and the negro smeared and poured on him 
molasses which 
lie carried in a jug. 
J. M. Liddell, Jr., o f Greenwood, a friend 
of Moore s, happened to m eet Brown, and 
made som e allusions to the treatment of 
Moore. 
Brown gave him impudence, and 
Liddell started ut him. but was prevented 
by bystanders from attacking him . 
The 
negro then went and armed himself, and 
induced others to do likewise. 
They sta­ 
tioned them selves on the street, som e con­ 
cealing themselves behind trees, and when 
Liddell came along after supper from the 
hotel he saw them, and asked what they 
meant, whereupon Ed. Brown responded 
that it was none of his damned business. 
At that Liddell struck at Ed. Brown with 
his fist, and Ed. and Charles Brown (his 
’other) both simultaneously lired upon 
ddell, 
one 
ball striking 
the elbow 
his right arm. 
About this tim e 
som e fifteen or twenty shots were tired 
from different quarters. 
Liddell pulled his 
pistol and hit Ed. Brown in the abdomen, 
and received one shot in the fleshy part of 
his leg. 
Charles Brown was shot in the 
shoulder. 
The parties who had taken part 
were brought before the Mayor forthwith, 
received and examination, and were bailed 
to appear before the next Circuit Court. 
Threats were continually made by the 
Brown brothers that they would have Jim 
Liddell’s blood. 
Further, they had five 
double-barreled 
shotguns, loaded seven 
finger deep, and would kill the first man 
w ho 
put 
his 
foot 
on 
their ground. 
On the 12th instant they made an affidavit 
against Janies Liddell and others, includ­ 
ing some o f the best citizens of the place, 
ami men who knew nothing of the diffi­ 
culty, charging them with assaulting, with 
intent to murder, in the previous difficulty. 
Previous to the opening of the trial yester­ 
day, Brown boasted on the street that he 
liad his body guard, and would shoot tlie 
first man that made a m ove in 
his 
direction. 
The case was called at noon, 
when the Court-house was im m ediately 
filled with ncgn>es, who stationed them ­ 
selves around mid about the Brown broth­ 
ers. 
The attorneys were pioceeding with 
the cuse, when there suddenly appeared 
about 
one 
hundred 
white 
men, 
all 
well 
armed. 
Perceiving 
their 
en­ 
trance, Edward Brown drew his pistol 
and fired in the direction of Liddell, 
who was between his attorneys, and there­ 
upon the firing became general. Ten were 
instantly killed, and two others have since 
died. Som e escaped by jum ping through 
windows a distance of at least twenty 
feet 
from 
the 
ground. 
The room 
was com pletely filled with smoke. 
The 
Judge's bench is on the north side of 
the room, and the benches facing it are 
towards the south. It is a very large Court­ 
room, with windows all around. 
Oil the 
south were counted 135 shot holes, in the 
wall of the passage leading down stairs 10 
shot holes, and in the bench 30 shots. 
One 
shot struck the north window sash and 
glanced 
into 
the 
wall. 
Five other 
shots show on the north wall from the 
direction of the 
benches. Large pools 
of blood were on 
the floor o f the Court­ 
room. 
The mob then left as quickly and 
quietly as they came in. 
The general im ­ 
pression is that it will end in further 
trouble, as heretofore the few of the negroes 
killed were constantly creating bad feeling, 
and led other negroes, peaceably inclined, 
to prouuee strife between the whites and 
blacks. 
The good people of Carrollton 
deprecate all this, and regret that a few 
innocent colored people were drawn into 
the fuss.

Brown, Joe Lang, John Money, Simon 
Lane, Jim Harris, Am os Matthews, Scott

colored man rolled him self out of the west 
window, falling on the brick pavement 
outside, but got up aud made his escape 
unhurt. 
As iie was getting out, three 
shots were fired at him , two of which 
struck 
the window-sill, and one went 
through the glass. 
A ll is quiet now. 
The 
principa! leaders of the gang were CLarles 
and Kd Brown, who were am ong the 
killed. 
It is im possible to get any one to 
state the names of any pursuits in the mob, 
and it will bo very difficult to ascertain 
them, as nobody in the excitem ent took 
notice of any persons who entered the 
Court-house.

There 
Senator Jones, of Nevada, in a few appro­ 
priate remarks, formally transferred the 
charge of the rem ains to the Veteran 
tiuaid, which will act as a guard of honor 
until the- funeral, next Sunday. There 
was a 
large num ber of Sacramentans 
at 
the depot when 
the train arrived, 
including a good delegation from Sumner 
and Warren Posts. A beautiful floral star 
and other designs in Mowers were presented 
hv Colonel Kellogg to the officer in charge, 
on behalf of Stunner and Warren Posts 
and tin-two It-lief Corps of this city, and 
were placed upon the casket containing 
the remains. The casket was wrapped in 
the siars and stripes, and covered with 
magno cut Moral offerings.

SHOOTING AFFRAY. 


" B a t t ” R och e Seriously W ounded 
by 
W illiam G riggs. 
About 5 o’clock last evening a difficulty 
occurred on Third street, near I’, between 
W illiam Griggs and Bartholomew Roche, 
Avhich resulted ia the latter being shot 
twice and dangerously, if not fatally, hurt. 
W ith the exception of the principals, no 
one seems to know how the trouble origin­ 
ated. They were seen fighting on the side­ 
walk in front of < .riges’ house, and during 
the difficulty Griggs struck Roche on the 
forehead with a hatchet, inflicting a wound 
which bled copiously. Subsequently Griggs 
went into his house and locked the door, 
hut 
Koclie 
picked 
up 
a 
long pole, 
broke 
in 
the 
lower panel 
of 
the 
door, and 
then crawled through the 
opening 
into 
the 
house. 
There 
he 
encountered 
Griggs, 
the 
fight 
was 
renewed, and Griggs used a pistol. Two 
shots were tired. One bullet struck Roche 
on the right arm, inflicting a slight wound, 
and then passed into his side, probably 
into the cavity of the chest, as the physi­ 
cian who attended him could not find it 
with a probe. The ether hit him in the 
region of the stomach, glanced around 
w ithout doing serious hurt, and was cut 
out from his back. The wound in the 
chest, though dangerous, is not necessarily 
fatal. Roche was very much intoxicated, 
and either could or would not tell why 
the fight took place. H e frequently used 
had language to those questioning him , at 
times thought he was going to die, and at 
others that he would not, threatened to 
“ get even” with Griggs, and again said he 
didn’t blame him. He is a man about 
fifty-one years of age, a hard-worker, 
but addicted 
to 
excessive 
drinking, 
and 
when 
under 
the 
influence 
of 
liquor very abusive and quarrelsome. 
He 
has a wife and two grown children—a son 
and daughter. 
His wounds indicate that 
he had his right side towards Griggs when 
the shots were fired, and that the pistol 
was close to his arm when he received the 
injury in his arm and chest. 
A reporter called upon the prisoner at 
the City Prison, about an hour after the 
shooting. The latter said his name was 
W illiam Griggs, a native of Ireland. 
He 
came to the Cnited Stales in 1811 ; served 
in the United States arm y during the Mexi­ 
can war: came to California in the eariv 
days of the gold excitement, and was in­ 
terested in the squatter riots in this city. 
He is now employed as an engineer at the 
Pioneer Box Factory, on Front street, and 
resides at 1608 Third street, between Band 
Q. 
He lias a wife, hut no children, and is 
68 years of age. His wife is employed as 
a cook at the residence of a well-known 
merchant. 
He said lie did not wish 
to say anything 
about 
the 
tragedy 
until after he 
had 
talked with 
his 
attorney, stating that he had sent word to 
Grove L. Johnson, who he desired to en­ 
gage to defend him. In a general conver­ 
sation that ensued between the prisoner— 
City Attorney and police officers present— 
Griggs said that ” Tim” Roche was a loud­ 
mouthed and had individual when under 
the influence of liquor, and his neighbors 
evaded him at those times as much as pos­ 
sible. Iiochc and his family lived on the 
alley back of Griggs’ place, their back 
yards adjoining. 
Griggs left his work at 
the factory at the usual hour, went home, 
and was splitting some kindling wood on 
the back porch, when Roche came in the 
yard ami pulled up by the roots some 
young fruit trees that had lately been set 
out. 
W hile Griggs was in the house 
Roche tried to force in the back door, and, 
failing in that, went around and kicked in 
the panels of the front door. W hen Griggs 
ness opened the front door, Roche sprang 
inside and dealt the former a powerful 
blow in the face. The men grappled, but 
Griggs declined to state what followed. 
Griggs lias the reputation of being quiet, 
sober and industrious. 


THE 
WOODLAND TRAGEDY. 


•J. II. l i a r ía n B e fo re J u d g e M c F a rla n d 
on H a b e a s C o rp u s. 
A csterday J. H. H arlan, who shot and 
killed E. L. Craft in the town of Woodland 
some weeks since, was brought before 
Judge McFarland, of the Superior Court, 
upon a wrii of habeas corpus, in or­ 
der to try to get the Court to ad­ 
m it 
him 
to 
bail. 
A 
large 
num ­ 
ber of spectators were present, among 
whom were many of W oodland’s best citi­ 
zens, most of whom are warm friends of 
Mr. Harlan, and whose sympathies are in 
his behalf. The prisoner occupied a seat 
in Court beside Sherill Beamer. His attor­ 
neys present were Messrs. Highton, Baker. 
Ball and Craig. The State was represented 
by District Attorney Sprague and Messrs. 
liart, Clark and Bush. 
The writ was issued by the Supreme 
Court and made returnable before the 
Superior Court of this county. The peti­ 
tion holds that the petitioner is unlawfully 
restrained of his liberty by Sheriff Beamer; 
that H arlan had been examined by a Jus­ 
tice of the Peace, and. although the pre­ 
sumption of his guilt was not great, he was 
refused bail. The petition then recites the 
interviews had between Craft and Sill, and 
Ci aft and Pond, when the deceased is al­ 
leged to have made statements derogatory 
to the character of .Mrs. Sill (formerly Miss 
Harlan), and also a conversation said to 
have taken place between Craft and a man 
named Spaulding, when deceased is al­ 
leged to have used the vilest language 
when speaking of Miss Harlan, and declar­ 
ing that somebody would have to die unless 
he carried his point. The petition also sets 
forth that H arlan is 64 years of age; has 
landed interests which require his atten­ 
tion ; that he has a wife and several 
daughters who need his care and attention, 
and his own health is suffering from the 
confinement. 
After some legai sparring, H enry E. 
Highton read all tne testimony taken be­ 
fore the committing magistrate, and all the 
testimony taken before the Coroner. 11c 
also placed J. H. McKune and J. J. Stevens 
upon the stand, to prove the character, re­ 
spectability, family relations and business 
interests of the defendant. He also placed 
the District Attorney upon the stand, to 
show that there was no probability of H ar­ 
lan being able to have a trial befoie the 
middle of May or 1st of June. The defense 
then rested, ami the Court adjourned to 10 
a. m. to-day.

In Justice Post’s Court yesterday the 
earlier portion of the day was occupied 
with the exam ination of the case of The 
People vs. Ah Voy, charged with perjury, 
alleged to have been committed some 
weeks ago during the examination of 
Chung Hing for grand larceny. District 
Attorney Buckley and Chas. T. Jones ap­ 
peared for the prosecution, and John T.

A. Knight, of San Fran­ 
cisco, prosecuting, and C. T. Jones defend­ 
ing. The evidence so far taken for the 
prosecution show that the parties met in 
a Chinese restaurant at Courtlaud, ami 
Chew 
demanded of Gi a sum of money 
which the latter owed him. Gi responded 
that he could not pay until after the China 
New Y'ear. 
Chew Y insisted that he 
could not wait, but wanted the money at 
once. A fight ensued, and the debtor made 
the creditor wait forever by fatally stab­ 
bing him . The defense will endeavor to 
show that the killing was done in self­ 
defense. and that the deceased on the night 
before had threatened to kill the defend­ 
ant if he did not pay. The evidence of die 
prosecution was not all in when the Court 
adjourned until 9 o’clock this morning.

The letter states that the beads of the 
families are all experienced farmers, and 
that each is the pussessor of from $1,1)00 to 
$5,000, which they are anxious to invest. 
Ex-Custon House Interpreter John E. 
Vrooman, who has returned from a visit to 
British Columbia, says there is much suf­ 
fering among the Chinese in Victoria, 
where there are 5,000 to a total population 
ol 12,000, and 12,000 in the entire province. 
Many are reduced to beggary, and the Chi­ 
nese merchants, aided by the Mission 
Church people, have been compelled to 
open three soup-houses. 
Robberies are of 
almost daily occurrence, and efforts are 
being made to ship the surplus population 
to Mexico. 
Vt a meeting of the Riggers and .Steve­ 
dores, held on Tuesday evening last, they 
refused to pass the San Francisco Typo­ 
graphical Union resolutions boycotting the 
Cull and Bulletin. This was done after ex­ 
am ining into the merits of the controversy 
and finding that the union was not justified 
in its acti"ti. 
At the meeting of tlieCar- 
penters' and Joiners' Union of Oakland, 
Monday night, a motion to boycott the Call 
and Bulletin was introduced, but the union 
refused to entertain it. and consideration 
was deferred. 
The printing presses in the Chinese 
quarters were in full operation on Tuesday 
until late at night, the causeof the unusual 
activity being the fact that the railroad war 
has been carried into Chinatown. Many 
thousands cards in Chinese characters were 
issued from the presses and scattered broad 
cast 
by the trans-continental 
railroad 
agents. 
The cards gave the information 
that the fare was lower than ever before, or 
likely to be in 'he future; that the sixteen- 
wheel cars were perfectly safe, and that 
although boycotted here the Chinese could 
get plen.v of work in New A ork, Chicago, 
Boston or Washington. 
The regu ,r monthly report of the Man­ 
ager ol the sail Francisco Benevolent Asso­ 
ciation - iv.s this society last month i Feb­ 
ruary i vvas called on to aid over 700 per­ 
sons: bur ot this number nearly 600 men 
women and children were found deserving 
and were promptly assisted. 
During the 
m onth of February just passed 10 new 
families were assisted. 
In some of these 
new cases there were from six to ten chil­ 
dren, many of them too young to help sup­ 
port themselves and others older unable to 
find employment. The amount of provi­ 
s: ;ns daily distributed is large, some days 
thirty and forty baskets of groceries and 
provisions are given out from the rooms 
of the society. 
A recent Act of Congress authorizes the 
collection of a duty or tax of fifty cents a 
head on alt aliens who enter as passenger 
bv sea. the funds so collected to be depos­ 
ite! in the treasury, and according to de­ 
cisions 
tne Secretary of the Treasury 
may be us a to assist immigrants in dis’ 
tress. 
Recently two children named Gep- 
pert arrived from Australia, moneyless and 
friendless, booud to their father, who is a 
settler in W ashington Territory. An su­ 
plica', ion was made' to tkespecial officer aii- 
jiointeil to collect the funds to assist the lii- 
tie fellows to reach their father, but it is 
stated that he not only refused positively 
but even threatened to’ have the little fel­ 
lows arrested as paupers.
